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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to probing for carrier-to-noise-plus-interference ratio 
estimation, classified in class 375, subclass 224. 

II. Claims 13-44, drawn to data frame structure, classified in class 370, subclass 476. 

III. Claims 45-75, drawn to diversity selection module for signal reconstruction, 
classified in class 455, subclass 277.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, n, and HI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as subject matter in 
which received data is grouped into a predefined format either with or without a format 
conversion. Invention III has separate utility such as subject matter including means to connect 
any one of a plurality of antennas to a single receiving system. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
